D e m o c r a t i c 
leaders predicted Sunday their 
party would ca rry a virtual 
sweep of T uesday’s elections.

The balloting for 35 governor 
ships. 34 Senate seats and all 
435 House posts will be the first 
since R ichard M .Nixon resign­ 
ed as president and w as p a r ­ 
doned by his chosen successor.

The election also com es am id 
m ounting inflation and u n e m ­ 
ployment and rational debate 
over w hat to do about both. 
Ford has cam paigned for GOP 
candidates saying he needs a 
Congress he can work with to 


cure the econom y, while D em o­ 
crats have called for the con

Iro n ic a lly , th e a n tic ip a te d 
D em ocratic rom p com es just 
two y e a rs a fte r Nixon had won 
for the R epublicans one of his­ 
tory's two biggest presidential 
landslides. But it w as rem inis­ 
cent of 1966 w hen Republicans 
turned the sa m e trick after 
their presidential disaster in 
the B a rry G oldw ater cam paign

'Fat Clinics' 
Crackdown 
Is Pressed 


CHICAGO <AP>— Two medi­ 
cal authorities today urged a 
crackdown on so-called “ fat 
clinics" which use injections of 
a 
human 
hormone 
to help 
patients lose weight. 
The hormone, derived from 
the urine of pregnant women, is 
called human chorionic gona­ 
dotrophin. 
An editorial in today s issue 
of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association says the 
weight-loss program of these 
advertised clinics may be haz­ 
ardous to health and questions 
the value of the hormones. 
It was written by Dr. John C. 
Ballin. director of the AMA's 
departm ent of drugs, and Dr. 
Philip L. White, director of the 
departm ent of foods and nutri­ 
tion. 
They noted that the attorney 
general of Michigan has ruled 
that the fat clinics arc “ in vio­ 
lation of Michigan’s medical 
practice act, both as to partici­ 
pating licensed physicians and 
other persons who participate.” 
“We hope that other states 
will 
interpret 
their 
medical 
practice acts similarly.

and White said 
ATW 
Simeons, 
a 
British 
doctor practicing in Rome, first 
used human chorionic gona­ 
dotrophin along with a semi- 
starvation diet in the treatment 
of obesity more than 20 years 
ago 
The fat clinics using the Sim­ 
eons hormone injections and 
diet 
“ have 
p roliferated 
throughout the United States 
and many of these are fran 
chise operations.” the editorial 
notes. 
Fat people on this regimen 
receive a total of 40 injections, 
ostensibly 
und er 
m edical 
supervision, and are placed on 
500-calorie diets 
A course of 
treatment lasting 42 to 60 days 
may cast up to $700. 
The diet is inadequate and 
therefore poses a health hazard 
because it results in protein loss 
from body tissues, the editorial 
warned.

used, along with all the other 
tests, the physical examination 
and your history to help the 
doctor make a diagnosis. 
Such 
a 
nonspecific 
inter­ 
pretation doesn’t mean much. 
It only means that your tracing 
is not like the majority of 
known healthy people, when the 
test is taken under standard 
conditions. 
Minor changes can occur 
from 
anxiety, 
from 
having 
eaten something before the 
test, or even from how the elec­ 
trodes are placed on the chest. 
Since your doctor did not say 
anything about your heart. 1 
would presume he thought the 
changes were minor and not of 
the type that were indicative of 
a disease or medical problem. 
So, 1 don’t think you need to 
worry about this and would not 
have any advice to you about 
precautions — other than not to 
get too excited about the tech­ 
nical jargon that doctors use 
and to put more reliance on 
what he tells you. Anyone who 
has a test that he is worried 
about should ask his doctor 
about it. But, don’t jump to con­ 
clusions that such a test means 
important medical problems. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Mv condi­ 
tion has been diagnosed as 
hypertrophic gastritis. Would 
you please explain this condi­ 
tion to me?

The federal government has the 
same type of suggestion system 
used by many private compa­ 
nies to encourage money- 
saving ideas from workers. 
During the 1974 fiscal year 
nearly 60.000 federal workers 
cam e up with good ideas w hich 
were put into effect and will re­ 
sult in savings of $118 million to 
the government, according to 
the Civil Service Commission. 
During the 20 years the gov­

REVENUE SHARING: The 
Federal Revenue Sharing pro­ 
gram got a boost last week 
irom the Commission on Inter­ 
governmental Relations which 
urged that the program be con­ 
tinued.

THIS IS A prospect not es­ 
pecially appealing to many 
Americans who have already 
gone from steaks to hambur­ 
gers or from hamburgers to 
beans. Nor is Borgstrom s com­ 
ment that if Americans swit­ 
ched to a diet resembling that 
erf the Chinese they could feed 
800 million to a billion people. 
At least one authority has 
spoken against the idea of a 
World Food Bank. It would only

benefit. says Prof. G a rre t 
H ardin of C alifornia P oly­ 
technic Institute. If poor coun­ 
tries could always draw on the 
bank in time of need, their 
populations would continue to 
grow unchecked, he argues. 
Rather than the world being a 


spaceship, 
more like 
says Hardin, it’s 
a lifeboat that has 
room for only so many. “With­ 
out a true world government to 
control reproduction and the 
use of avaliable resources." he 
says, “ the sharing ethic of the 
spaceship is impossible ... For 
the foreseeable future, our sur­ 
vival demands that we govern 
our actions bv the ethic of a life­ 
boat. harsh though they may 
be.”

By CROSBY S. NOYES 
WASHINGTON - Public 
interest in the disposition of the 
famous White House tapes is 
focused almost exclusively on 
the W atergate aspects of the 
problem. But the decisions that 
are being made in this case 
have the most serious 
im­ 
plications for all future oc­ 
cupants of the White House. 
In some respects, this case is 
unique. There never have been 
in the past any presidential 
“documents” remotely sim ilar 
to the hundreds of surrep­ 
titiously 
recorded 
tapes 
collected over the Nixon years 
If the lessons of W atergate have 
any effect at all. there never 
w iil be anything like them in the 
future. Even in the W atergate 
affair, it was the purest ac­ 
cident that the existence of the 
tapes became know n. 
Nor is it at all likely that the 
disposition 
of 
future 
presidential docum ents will 
involve the

peculiar 
circumstances of 
the Nixon 
tapes. In the normal course of 
things, presidential papers are 
not primary evidence in a 
w hole slew of criminal and civil 
actions implicating the former 
president himself and his chief 
subordinates.

The 
agreement on Sept. 6 between 
Nixon and Arthur Sampson of

“all legal and equitable title to 
the m aterials.” was based on 
precedent and law, neither of 
which applied in the c ir­ 
cumstances.

KSU Trial

C LEV ELA N D , Ohio <AP)— 
Prosecution and defense rest 
today in the trial of eight for­ 
mer Ohio National Guardsmen 
indicted in the 1970 Kent State 
University shootings. 
The trial is in recess and re­ 
sumes Tuesday. 
Testimony in the second week 
of the trial is expected to return 
to the government's contention 
that 
guardsmen 
were 
not 
threatened when they opened 
fire on students protesting US 
m ilitary 
involvem ent 
in 
Cambodia. 
The May fourth shootings 
killed 
four 
students 
and 
wounded nine. 
Witnesses have testified that 
students pelted guardsmen 
with rocks before the gunfire 
broke out and even threw back 
some 
tear 
gas 
canisters 
guardsmen had fired into the 
crowd 
Witnesses also have testifed 
that most students were more 
than 300 feet away when the 
troops started shooting. 


Three 
photographers

campus that day told the court 
last week they saw no rush of 
students 
that 
could

precipitated the firing 


At the beginning of the week, 
the jury and seven of the eight 
defendants toured the campus, 
exploring the site of an Army 
Reserve 
Officers 
Training 
Corps building burned two days 
before the shootings, the hill 
from which guardsmen fired 


and the parking lot below where 
students fell.

charged with assaulting and in­

Stirs Up Hornets" Nest 


S P R IN G F IE L D , III tAIM 
A consumers' guide to doctors, 
complete with prices, stirred up 
a hornet's nest of controvers' 
here, but its publisher believes 
it is a useful tool whieh should 
he adopted elsew here 
Patterned after a 
similai 
guide by consumer advocate 
Ralph Nader, the guide lists a 
doctor's lees and office hours 
and tells where he was edu 
rated and whether he accepts 
Medicare patients 
'It was just like stirring up a 
hornet’s nest. It was unbelicx 
able, 
said Ron Sakolsky. who 
headed the project in this cen 
Iral 1 llinois city ol loo.ooo. 
“ The medical society lias a 
vested interest in keeping con­ 
sumers in the dark.
